WORK OF THE KATI£ STOCKDALE.

STOCKDALE, PomMEROY, O., Feb. 17.—The United 
States relief-boat Stockdale will probably re- 
main in the twelve miles of Pomeroy Bend and 
distribute her entire load.

Pomeroy Bend is twenty-nine miles by water 
from Letart, O., to Point Pleasant, W. Va. It 
is only seven miles between the two points 
across country. The City of Pomeroy, O., is 
in the bight of the bend. The bottoms on its 
concave northern side will average one-halt 
mile in width. The bend is a continuous 
stretch of nineteen towns embracing 40,000 in- 
habitants. The district is a good coal and salt 
region and supplies much of the Mississippi 
River. The tipples of all the mines are de- 
stroyed, six of the largest mines flooded and 
but two—one at Antiquity and one at Miner- 
ville—are in working order. The region is one 
of heavy labor, and fully 8,000 people in the 
bend are idle and 10,000 need assistance. Alli 
the towns were flooded and the losses in the 
bend are estimated at over $2,000,000. Many 
lost their all, and as there will be no work for 
some time much suffering may occur.

THE HIGH-LICENSE DECISION. 
The decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Timm case, affirming the consti ty of 
the High-License law, takes away last 
hope which the dramshops had of making a 
successful fight against it. No partisan tend- 
ency can be urged as inspiring this decision. It 
was made unanimously, and the majority of the 
Judges are Democratic. It is conspicuous for 
the ease with which every technical objection 
urged by Timm’s lawyers is wiped away. 
The cobweb of technicalities with which they 
enveloped the case, thereby hoping to estab- 
lish the unconstitutionality of the law, was 
brushed completely away. The pleas are 
shown to be so flimsy and hollow and so 
thoroughly at variance with the spirit of for- 
mer decisions that it is a jittle surprising they 
were ever offered. The substance of the law 
itself is just as emphatically affirmed—name- 
ly: the legality of the $150 and $500 provis- 
jon and the division into classes based upon 
the sale of malt liquors as distinguished from 
more intoxicating drinks, even if the money 
paid for licenses be regarded as a tax in the 
meaning of the Constitution. 80 far as the 
power to enforce the law is concerned, the 


municipalities, and it was not necessary to 
repeat it. 

In every respect, therefore, the court de- 
clares that the act is complete and perfect, 
and does not contravene any constitutional 
provision. The law now cannot be evaded 
by the Municipal Administration any longer. 
Its duty is clear and must be performed at 
once. The Council must pass an ordinance 
in consonance with this law, and as the law 
allows it to do so its best course is to pass a 
uniform license of $500. In any event it is 
cheerful to know that no license will be valid 
after the. ist of April which does not de- 
mand $500 for the sale of whisky and $150 
for the sale of beer. No less sum will do, 
however the saloonkeepers may seek to evade 
the law or however eager the demagogs and 
bummers may be to help them. The mini- 
mum jimits are rigidly fixed, and the Coun- 
cil must adopt them if it is unwise enough 
not to establish the uniform $500 rate. 

It is likely that a large proportion of the 
saloonkeepers will realize not only the folly 
but the absolute danger of violating a law 
whose constitutionality has been affirmed by 
the highest authority in the State. There 
will be some on the other hand, however, 
who may seek to evade it by taking out $150 
licenses and selling whisky under them. 
Such willful violators of the law must be 
prosecuted thoroughly and promptly. The 
intending violators may not realize the rigor- 
ous character of the penal provisions of the 
law. ‘They provide that any person violating 
the law shall be fined not less than $20 nor 
more than $100, or confined in the county 
jail not less than ten nor more than thirty 
days, or both, at the discretion of the 
court, and that the offender shall stand com- 
mitted to the county jail until the fine 
and costs are paid. More than this, the 
courts rendering judgment shall in such 
judgment declare a forfeiture of the license.” 
The violators of this law must expect to 
stand the penalties, and those penalties will 
be promptly enforced. Neither the City Ad- 
ministration nor the police can stand any 
longer between them and punishment, They 
will have no support or sympathy. If this 
were a prohibitory law their constituency 
of drinkers would be on their side, but in this 
case they must stand alone confronting the 
law of the State and its penalties. The law- 
abiding people of this city have been com- 
pelled to submit to the domination of the 
bummers and the grogshops for a year past 
in violation of law. Now that the law has 
been declared constitutional they will vindi- 
cate it, and those who violate it must take the 
consequences, 

THE BUSINESS SITUATION.

As for stocks, the bull sentiment has now 
been growing for a month under the careful 
nursing of wise leaders in New York. It is 
not yet true that many speculative pur- 
chases have been made by the great class of 
operators that are called outsiders. The 
claim that solid investors have been quietly 
picking up cheap securities for some time 18 
more probable. There has no doubt been 
buying of that sort for a whole year past. 
This will of course furnish the very best sup- 
port to the market if it lasts. Certain it is 
that a bidder for securities now is not so 
overwhelmed with offers as a few weeks 
ago. And there is an impressive absence of 
talk about receiverships. Some railroad re- 
ports and the talk of insiders have led to the 
feeling that we are to have a period of de- 
crease in earnings. These earnings in the 
gross have been on the increase for some time, 
and if, as now seems probable, running ex- 
penses can be cut down, the net profits may 
be even larger than last year. The bad 
times that ended five years ago led to shafp 
economies in railroad management, and there 
is certainly room for the same reductions in 
expenses that have been made in other lines 
of business. The tendency is now in that 

The bankruptcy record continues to im- 
prove. The situation is in pleasing contrast 
with that of a few weeks ago, when the 
newspapers bristled with reports of attach- 
ments and assignments. The list of last 
week contains but few names of prominence, 
The great horde of business-men who have 
gone down in the last two years will have a 
long period of nursing their wounds, but it is 
an inealculable benefit to trade to have them 
out of the way. The offerings of commercial 
paper now average much higher in quality 
than a few months or even a few weeks 
ago. Lenders have the consolation that if 
business with them is slack it is also safe. 

Reports from the iron manufactories and 
the coal-mines are still favorable. The stocks 
of nails have run low, and the demand for 
merchant fron is good. Some grades of coal 
have become scarce, but the half-time arrange- 
ment will continue till April, as originally 
intended. The situation among the textile 
mills is a little less encouraging. Some of 
them will make further reductions of time 
and wages. At Fall River there are a dozen 
mills idle. The chances now are that the 
employés will have to submit or remain out 
tor a long time. The silk manufacturers of 
this country have brought the weavers to 
terms, and appear to have so strong an or- 
ganization gs to force them from their posi- 
tion of hostility to the employment of ap- 
prentices. 

The wholesale trade in dry goods has been 
less active, owing to the unfavorable weather 
and the fact that the pressing needs of dealers 
have been satisfied. There is, however, a 
healthy tone, and prices are firm. The tak- 
ings of woolens are limited, but the trans- 
actions in raw wool have of late been very 
large. The stocks of wool at the mills are 
small; and it is thought that prices are at the 
bottom. The textile trade at the European 
centres is dull. Imports into this country 
have been larger than was expected. Re- 
ports from shipping points all over the coun- 
try indicate only a moderate distribution of 
miscellaneous merchandise, A conspicuous 
incident of the week was the drop in refined 
petroleum, but as this commodity is subject 
to the manipulation of a great monopoly the 
decline is hardly more significant than a sud- 
den drop in the price of some Wall street 
security. Real estate is attracting much at- 
tention, and quite a boom is expected at New 
York this spring. Foreclosure sales are fewer 
than at this time last year. 


AN INTERNATIONAL INSULT. 
The 10th of January the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States adopted this 
resolution unanimously : 
Resolved, That this House has heard with deep 
eminent German 


regret of the death of the 


Eduard Lasker. 

That his loss is not alone to be mourned by 
the people of his native land, where his firm 
and constant exposition of and devotion to free 
and liberal ideas have materially advanced the 
social, political, and economic condition of 
those peoples, but by the lovers of liberty 
throughout the world. 

That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded 
to the family of the deceased as well as to the 
Minister of the United States resident at the 
Capital of the German Empire, to be by him 
communicated through the legitimate channel 
to the presiding officer of the legislative body 
of which he was a member. 


The following dispatch, which came by 
cable Friday, gives the people of this 
country the first intimation they have had of 
the manner in which this unanimous action 
of their Representatives was received by the 
German Government: :

That Bismarck should ‘hot like Lasker is 
intelligible. Lasker was not a German hog, 
and it ia the German hog that Bismarck has 
now made his pet, if not his ideal, as the re- 
cent legislation of Germany about American 
pork demonstrates. But the step from dis- 
like of Lasker to such an insult as this to the 


American Congress is too great even for a 


man of Bismarck’s titanic mold to take. 
Lasker was a member of the German Gov- 
ernment by virtue of his membership of. the 
Parliament. That he was in opposition to 
the imperial department of that Government 
did not make him an outlaw, the Govern- 
ment of Germany not being Asiatic. The 
resolutions ef our Representatives contained 
no political allusions to the partisan divisions 
within the German Government. It was the 
expression of the admiration of our Legisla- 
ture for a distinguished member of the Ger- 
man Parliament who died in this country. It 
was an expression of good will that touched 
with its friendly glow not only the Ger- 
man Government, but the German people as 
well. The angry and insolent rejection of 
this overture of amity is an international in- 
sult. It is not only that: it is an insult of- 


| fered by Bismarck to every German who has 


dared to indulge in Liberal views or to ad- 
mire others who did so. Prince Bismarck 
has as an individual his right to any opinion 
of Lasker he may choose to frame, but he 
has no right to declare to the world that a 
fellow-German and an associate member of 
the Parliament in good standing has not de- 
served praise from those who offer it to his 
memory. He has no right, except that found - 
ed on hatred and contempt for this free

A CONFLICT. 


The most careless reader of the newspapers 
must have noticed for several weeks past a 
singular contradictoriness in the railroad 
news. That furnished by Wall street has all 
been of the most roseate character. That 
which has come from sources of information 
connected with the actual operation of the 
roads themselves has had a very different 
complexion. Vanderbilt, Gould, Sage, and 
the lesser fry of Wall street manipulators 
have in the last month or two put into circu- 
lation with the most delightful candor every 
possible detail of their intention to purchase 
freely of all the good stocks,” and all stocks 
they now think are good, and their determi- 
nation to advance prices. These men, who, 
like Huntington, hate “the d—d inter- 
viewers” as only those who live by se- 
crecy can hate publicity, are making 
the most profuse use of interviewers’ 
pencil and printers’ ink. They who have 
made enormous fortunes in capturing cor- 
porations, . effecting consolidations, and ma- 
nipulating Wall street by the most sedulous 
practice of Commodore Vanderbilt’s rule, 
Never tell what you are going to do until 
you have done it,” now have but one heart’s 
desire—that the dear public should know all 
that they are about todo. They are telling 
not only that they mean to buy stocks, but 
which ones and at what prices. 

But the same newspapers that bring these 


' confidences chronicle almost every day the 


bursting of one railroad pool or another. 
Within a few days the Central Iowa pool, the 
Northwestern Traffic Association, and the 
Iowa pool have gone, and the papers have 
revealed the existence of dissensions in other 
pools that seem certain to end in their dis- 
ruption. So strained are the relations be- 
tween the roads represented in these associa- 
tions that within a few days intwo of the 
most important of them—that of the tripar- 
tite agreement and the Eastern trunk-line pool 
—we have seen complete disintegration pre- 
vented only by the earnest personal efforts of 
the greatest stock operator in the country. 
And not less in discord with the unanimity 
and areadian simplicity with which all these 
great men profess to be acting in Wall street 
is the angry abuse of each other which is es- 
caping from their lips. The savagery of Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s recent assaults on the builders of 
the West Shore, and the bitter personalities 
with which he has overwhelmed the present 
management of the Rock Island, to say noth- 
ing of the damaging reflections upon his men- 
tal condition with which they have replied, 
are in singular contrast with the avowal on 
all sides of undisturbed confidence in the fut- 
ure and eagerness to let all men share in the 
appreciation of values which we are assured 
is at hand. : 
Another cireumstance, and this the most 
deeply significant of all, must have forced 
itself on the attention of the newspaper- 
reader of the day. At the same time that 
we are favored with daily bulletins from 
Commissioner Fink as to the exquisit har- 
mony that prevails among his herd of iron 
horses and are treated to protestations of the 
perpetual stability of the present railroad 
combinations we are informed of daily 
purchases of lines, projects for extensions, 
and new alliances that indicate an extraor- 
dinary activity among railroad managers in 
bettering the strategical position of their 
properties. In one day’s dispatches we hear 
that Vanderbilt has begun suit to get posses- 
sion of a list of the stockholders of the Rock 
{sland so that he may be able to obtain the 
stock and proxies he needs to get control of 
the road, and lamenting its competition with 
the Northwestern; that the financial dif- 
ficulties of the West Shore had been settled 
by advances from an unknown hand which 
wants to use it, perhaps for, perhaps against, 
competition with the New York Central;

THE SMOKE QUESTION. 

Feb. 11.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
—Let me claim the attention and patience of 
the fuel-consuming public of this and other 
cities upon the debated question of the smoke 
nuisance. In the interestof the general public 
I may remark that fuel appears now to be used 
with a check upon combustion, and the result 
is that a large portion of the gases or condensed 
carbonaceous matters are sent up the chimneys 


unburnt. for no better purpose than to poison 
the ere which we breathe. 

I congratulate any person who will study the 

phenomena of a furnace in real earnest, which 

nomena, like those of the freezing and boil- 

of water, have been for ages exhibited to 


entertained concerning the operation of fuel in 
furnaces, and the errors consequently commit- 
ted in their construction should be fully dem- 
onstrated. Vapors which contaminate the at- 
mosphere 80 far as the public is concerned are 
o1 two classes: the inorganic and the organic. 
The former cause disease by lowering the tone 
of general health in a way never yet satis- 
factorily explained, the result chiefly of man- 
ufacturing operations. While avoiding this 
source of disease care should be taken not to 
injure the manufacturer, and any works not 
conducted upon scientific principles, when it is 
possible to arrive at them, should upon the evi- 
dence of scientific and comepetent men be 
compelled to alter its system. It is scarcely 
possible to lay down rules in such a case, as the 
method must vary with the place and classes of 


now undertake to show how the 
smoke from coal can be burned, but I will try 
to explain bow coals can be burned without 
smoke, and this distinction involves the main 
question of economy of fuel. When smoke is 
once produced in a furnace or flue it is as im- 
ossible to burn it, or to convert the smoke to 
ting purposes, as it would be to convert the 
smoke issuing from the common mechanic's 
hand-lamp to the purposes of heat or light. 
The question of the hour is bituminous vs. 
anthracite coal, and 1 do not see that this ques- 
tion need be raised here any more than in other 
countries, as bituminous coal is used in almost 
all cases elsewhere. Why cannot it be used in 
America, where there are more actual go-ahead 
principles developed than in the other half of 
the world? The answer is that the engineer 
who undertakes the construction of the boilers 
is bound to provide a sufficiency of steam to 
work them; but what that sufficiency means has 
not been decided, and in too many instances 
the absence of some fixed data upon the 
subject leaves the evils of deficiency of steam 
or a great expenditure of fuel unabated, and 
that part on which most depended appears the 
least understood and least attended to—viz.: 
the furnace; this being too often left to the 
skill (or want of it) of working boilermakers or 
brickiayers. 


The great of combustion carried 
on inthe furnace, with all that belongs to the 
introduction of atmospheric air, are among the 
most difficult processes within the range of 
chemistry; but the absence of sound scientific 
principles still prevails. Yet on these must 
depend the extent or perfection of combustion 
in our furnaces. 

Every one knows that in the natural state of 
coal the hydrogen and carbon are united and 
solid. Their respective characters and modes 
of entering into combustion are, however, es- 
sentially different, and to the neglect of this 

mary distinction may be attributed much of 
the difficulty and complication which attend 
the use of coal on a large scale in furnaces. 

The first point is, that the bituminous portion 
is convertible for the purposes of heat in ‘the 
gaseous state alone, whilst the carbonaceous 
portion is combustible only in the solid state, 
and the essential point to be remembered is 
that neither can be consumed whilst they re- 
main united. The general impression is that 
coal enters into combustion at once on the 
application of beat, and that during such 


-combustion it evolves the gases contained. 


is not correct, and evades an important 
feature in its use—viz.: The order in which the 
gas and solid portions come into utility as 
heating mutters. 3 | 
When heat is first to bituminous or 
soft coal, what is the effect? A few shovel- 
fuls thrown on a furnace in a working state, 
so far from augmenting the general tem- 
perature, become at once an absorbent of it, 
and the source of the generation of gas, 
now the elimination of the gas,is a cooling proc- 
ess by reason of the great quantity of heat 
which is directly converted from the sensible 
to the latent state, and so long as any of the 
bituminous constituents remain to be evolved 
its solid part remains black at a comparatively 
low temperature and consequently has no heat- 
ing body and the carbonaceous part has to wait 
its turn for that measure of heat which is es- 
sential to its own combustion. Thus it is plain 
that if the bituminous part be not consumed 
and turned to account it would have been bet- 
ter for it not to exist, as such heat would in 
that case have been saved and become availa- 
ble for the manipulation of the furnace.
